I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the 
Health and Sanitary Conditions of Barrowford, in respect of 
the year ending 4lst December, 1971. ‘The general lay-out 
and contents are in accordance with the requirements of the 
Ministry of Health. 


The population of the District, according the year 1971 
Census was 5190, a rise of 90 over the previous year's 
estimated figure. It is clear that the population of 
Barrowford has been w.derestimated in recent years as this 
increase coulc not have taken place in one year. The number 
of FF rths and deaths were normal after the rather high 
figures of the previous year. 


The incidence of infectious disease was lower than in 
previous years and no cases of tuberculosis or other serious 
G@isease were reported in the District during the year. The 
battle against infectious disease is largely won and the 
Public Health service is turning its attention more and more 
to the problems of the environment, a sphere which I believe 
to be of great importance to the health and well-being of the 
population. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
appreciation of the work put in by ir. Morris in compiling 
the bulk of this report, and indeed for all his good work 
during the year, and my thanks to the Health Committee for 
their interest and support in the work of the Department.

L.BOR .TORY FACILITIES 


The facilities of the Public Health Laboratory, Royal 
Infirmary, Meadow Street, Preston, are available for the 
use of your .uthority. Samples of milk and ice-cream have 
been submitted for examination, the results of which are 
given in the appropriate sections of the Report.

The responsibility for the care of the aged in their own 
homes belongs to the Lancashire County Council as the Health 
piLnorm.y Lor your Districts Under the Divisional Scheme the 
specially appointed ‘/elfare Organiser co-operates with rep- 
resentatives and officers of all statutory and voluntary bodies 
and organisations concerned with this aspect of Public Health. 


Your Council, supported by a Voluntary :id Committee and 
by an arrangement between your .uthority and the Neighbouring 
Borough of Nelson, also provides a Welrare Scheme for the aged 
which is supplementary to that provided by the County Council. 


This, rcheme provides for one of the Welfare workers 
employed by the Borough of Nelson to devote her full-time to 
welfare of the aged in Barrowiord. Her work, which consists 
of visiting the aged in their own homes, doing their shopping 
collecting pensions and other errands is greatly appreciated 
and it is pleasing to report that 5083 visits were made in 
this connection during the year. 


During the year Meals on Wheels Service continued to 
operate. This supplies meals to aged persons, and from 15 to 
20 meals per day are distributed on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
The meals are provided by a local firm and are distributed by 
the local Branch of the Womens Royal Voluntary Services whose 
members do this work on a duty-roater basis. W-R.V.Se also 
run- the: Mobide Library Service to the iged. Persons. 


Also there is an .iged Person's Luncheon Club run by 
Barrowford ..ged Person's Welfare Scheme. This vrovides 
25 - 30 midday meals on Wednesdays and ifridays. The members 
are over 75 years of age and the meals are provided in the 
Camucen Of.-a. local Textile firm. 


.n ..ged Persons’ Social Club in Barrowford is situated 
at Park Hill and run by the Old .:ge Pensioners’ ..ssociation 
with some assistance from your Council.

Patients 
are also visited in their own homes by Health Visitors of the 
Lancashire County Council Health Division No. 6. The Health 
Visitors work in co-operation with the Chest Clinic and 
aavise on the care and after care of patients.

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WATER SUPPLY 


The North Calder Water Board is the statutory water 
undertaker for the Barrowford Urban District and the sur- 
rounding districts. The Moorland gathering grounds covering 
an area of 5,000 acres, feed the Board's five storage reser- 
voirs which have a combined capacity of 410.3 million gallons. 
In addition two boreholes have a potential of over a million 
gallons per day. There are three conservation reservoirs with 
a combined capacity of 135 million gallons and three service 
resé-voirs which contain almost 13 mildJion gallons. The 
total storage capacity of the Board is 554.3 million gallons. 


There are three water treatment plants situated at 
Barley, Caldwell and Laneshaw where all rain water is filtered 
and chlorinated before going into supply. The area of supply 
ie zoned according to locality and altitude to utilise the 
available head of water from the service reservoirs. 


Throughout the year the water supply has been satisfactory 
in both quality and quantity. Raw water was submitted by the 
Board for bacteriological examination on 6 occasions and for 
chemical examination on ll occasions. All samples gave a 
satisfactory result. Of the 149 samples of treated water ex- 
amined for bacteriological quality on behalf of the Board, 
ail but Jl gave satisfactory results whilst the 11 samples 
for chemical analysis gave satisfactory results. The waters 
are not plubo-solvent in action and the fluoride content of 
the supply varies from 0.08 to 0.16 p.p.em. according to the 
Source. 


Any new properties built during the year have been con- 


nected to a main supply, and where necessary the mains have 
been extended to accomodate these.

The whole of your area with the exception of farms and 
Bemumber of houses in the more rural parts, is drained and 
sewered, and there is a natural gravitation to the Sewage 
Works which are situated in the low-lying district to the 
south west of the area. Many of the farms and isolated cot- 
tages are now served by individual small treatment plants. 


The Sewage Disposal consists of automatic screening, 
constant velocity grit channels, settling tanks, biological 
percolating filters and humus tanks, the final effluent from 
the works being discharged into Pendle s/ater which flows 
past the Works. The D.W.F. at the Works is now 450,000 g.p.d.

The general standard of housing is good, the older 
property being stone-built and of the terraced type, of good 
construction and of reasonably good condition. In the main 
apart from Local authority houses owner occupation prevails. 


In the main the majority of the owner occupied houses 
are not lacking in many of the standard amenities. Since the 
acceptance oi plastic in plumbing many improvements, which 
would in the past have been very costly, have besn done at 
reduced cost and less inconvenience. 


In the main the owners of houses have taken opportunity 
of grant aidable works where occupiers have wanted this.

The total notifications received during the year was 9 
as follows:- Scarlet Fover - 3, Measles - 6. 


The total incidence rate of notifiable diseases was 1.73 
per 1,000 population compared with 2.55 per 1,000 in 1970. 


Incidence rates for the various notifiable diseases are 
shown in a Table following and for comparison these rates are 
also shown for iingland and iiales as a whole. 


No patients suffering from notifiable diseases were 
admitted to hospital during the year. Hospital accommodation 
for such cases is provided by the Burnley and District Hospital 
Management Committee at Marsden Hospital, Burnley. 


In accordance with Standard Practice the Public Health 
Department did the follow up of notifications, supplied frce 
disinfection where 1e¢quired and also carried out the terminal 
of rooms and bedding utc. The disinfection of rooms by 
formalin spray or vapour, and bedding and clothing by steam, 
is only undertaken when requested. Steam disinfection is 
arranged through the Public Health Department at Burnley who 
carry out the work on a payment basis, as and when required.
